ICC Orders Continuance of 
Mt. Morris-Oregon Bus 


CHICAGO—W)—The Illinois Commerce Commission has directed the 


American Bus Lines to continue its new experimental bus service be- 
tween Oregon and Mt. Morris, 111., until March 31. 


The ICC Tuesday granted a mo- 


tion of Village Attorney Paul Rees 
of Mt. Morris, who opposes aban- 
donment of service and suggested 
at a March 11 hearing that an ex- 
•perimer.tal service be continued. 


The line formerly operated three 


round trips daily between the two 
towns. Last Aug. 16, it asked the 
ICC for permission to abandon the 
line. The commission on Jan. 15 
suggested an experimental period 
of a month in which the bus line 
would operate five round trips 
daily between the two towns, to 
see whether this might increase 
the number of passengers and the 
revenue. 


The company told the ICC March 


10 it lost $470 in the one-month 
experiment. 


In directing an extension of the 


experimental service, the commis- 
sion set April 2 for a new hearing 
on the results.

a dog. Lawrence said he fiijed 
about six times. 


Lawrence then threw the gun in 


a pond and walked about five miles 
to the neighbor's farm home and 
watched television for about two 
or three hours. 


Meanwhile, Stewart, away at the 


time of the Phootinjrs, returned 
home and notified authorities. 


Expect Township Tax Cut 


Higby Offers 
Town, Relief 
Cutof$5,000 


All Township Funds 
Show Balances for 
1952 Fiscal Year 


Dixon township taxpayers 


can expect a cut in their town- 
ship tax rate affecting taxes 
paid in 1954, A. C. Higby, 
Dixon township supervisor, 
said today. 


Higby said that a cut of approxi- 


mately $5.000 from the 1953 esti- 
mated budget, as compared with 
1952, is hoped to be obtained at 
the annual town meeting April 7. 


The reduction will be the second 


since 1951, he added. And, the cut 
will be made primarily from two of 
the three departments of the town- 
ship budget, the town and relief 
funds. 


In 1951, the town and relief funds 


totaled $28,950. At the 1952 town 
meeting, the total was/reduced to 
$24,400. Higby said. 


On April 7, according to the sup- 


ervisor, he will again recommend a 
cut approximating $5,000. 


Cites Balances 


Higby said that the proposed tax 


reduction has been made possible 
in that the township was able to 
end the 1952 and 1951 fiscal years 
with substantial balances in tax 
funds. 


And, he added, it's his purpose to 


cut taxes whenever there is a size- 
able balance from a previous year 
and when the'township is.believed 
able to operate on a reduced levy. 


Higby said the tentative figures, 


subject to revision, show that the 
township weathered 1952 with bal- 
ances in every department—road 
and bridge, relief, and town funds. 


In that the township's fiscal year 


doesn't conclude until March 20, 
he continued, a final figure for the 
1952 year is still pending. 


Until March 1, 1953, the road and 


bridge fund showed a balance of 
approximately $6,118.03 not extend- 
ed for county road and bridge re- 
pairs. 


The balance in the relief fund 


and the town fund amounted to 
$14.631.68 and $5.305.60, respective- 
ly, Higby reported. 


Spend $31,3511 


The total working capital in the 


township's road and bridge fund 
for 1952 was approximately $37,475, 
he added. 'From that figure, the 
township expended about $31,356.97 
for road, and bridge work. 


Higby said that the 1952 levy for 


the road and bridge fund was 
slightly higher than that of 1951 
in that the township faced higher 
costs'in repairing damages through_ 
out the Dixon area. 


In 1953, the costs are expected to 


be about' the same In 1952 in that 
the township must handle many 
jobs neglected last year to repair 
damages caused by the elements, 
Higby contended., 


AH Permanent 


However, repairs made during 


1952 are all permanent, he said, 
and they are not expected to call 
for additional repair expense in the 
near future as would temporary re- 
pairs. 


In the relief fund, expected to 


play a primary role in the overall 
reduction of 1953 township taxes, 
the total working capital for 1952 
amounted to $27.642.08. The figure 
includes the 1951 balance, Higby 
said. 


Total expenditures from the relict 


fund for 1952'were $13,010.40, leav- 
ing a balance of about $14,631.68 to 
be applied to the 1953 budget. The 
balance is more than that of 1951. 


In the town fund, the working 


Capital for 1952 was about $20,912.49 
and included the 1951 balance of 
$6,471.01. Total 1952 expenditures 
from the town fund amounts to, at 
present, approximately $15,606.89, 
he added. 


Higby emphasized that the above 


figures are tentative and may be 
changed prior to March 20 when 
the 1952 fiscal year ends. However, 
to date, they bring the totals close 
to the actual figures to be calcu- 
lated subsequent to the year's end.

needed before cities can levy a one-half per cent local sales 
tax. 


Reps. Paul Powell of Vienna, 


Democratic minority leader, and 
James J. Ryan of Chicago, filed a 
bill Tuesday, to eliminate the ref- 
erendum hurdle. 


The 
referendum 
requirement, 


spokesmen for cities assert, has 
kept them from tapping this lucra- 
tive revenue source authorized by 
the 1947 legislature. 


None Adopt It 


No city has adopted the city sales 


tax. Some have tried but the voters 
turned them down. East St. Louis 
is a. case in point. 


The current legislative commis- 


sion on municipal revenue laws re- 
fused to recommend removal of 
the referendum as a means of 
helping cash-poor cities. 
% 


Meanwhile, a bill of the sort city 


officials contend aggravates their 
money problems won endorsement

committee. 


Would Raise Pay 


The bill would raise the minimum 


salary of policemen to $300 a 
month in cities of 5.000 to 25,000 
population, $325 in those of 25,000 
to 75,000 and $350 in the 75,000 to 
150,000 bracket. 


The present minimums are $150 


in cities of 10,000 to 25.000 popula- 
tion and $175 a month in the 25,000 
to 150,000 bracket. 


Three recommendations of the 


municipal revenue laws commis- 
sion received approval of house 
committees. 


The motor vehicles and traffic 


regulation group okayed a proposal 
to allow downslate cities to double 
wheel taxes. 


Approved by the house munici-

implied challenge to its use of air 
space over international waters of 
the North Pacific.

election were created by the ex- 
piring terms of Haarbauer and 
George Knouse. Knouse is not 
seeking reelection. 


Latest candidate to file is a life- 


long resident of Dixon. Frazer was 
graduated from Dixon high school 
in 1942 and from the University 
of Illinois in 1948, with a bachelor 
of science degree. He also has 
credit toward a master's degree in 
the public relations field of educa- 
tional administration. 


Frazer is a veteran of World

UN Delegate 
Asks Reds 
Be ^Sincere' 


U. S. Wants Premier 
Malenkov's Meaning 
Of Peace Defined 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 


UP)—The United States chal- 
lenged Russia today to dem- 
onstrate in the current U. N. 
disarmament debate that 
Prime Minister 
Georgi M. 


Malenkov sincerely wants to 
settle world problems peace- 
fully. 


The challenge' was made by U.S. 


Delegate Ernest A. Gross, who 
led off the disarmament 
discus- 


sions in the general assembly's 
60-nation political committee. As 
he.spoke, Soviet Delegate Georgi 
N. Zarubin listened Intently. 


At the outset, Gross said Soviet 


leaders have talked much about 
peace in the past few days. He 
added: 


Same Meaning 


"I hope Prime Minister Malen- 


kov's use of the word 'peace' in 
the same as the word is understood 
by the rest of the world," 


At any rate, he said, if the Rus- 


sians are sincere one of the first 
places they can show it is on the 
question of disarmament. He called 
on them lor some indication that 
they are now ready to negotiate in 
good faith. 


Gross put two questions to Zaru- 


bin: 


1. Is this the time when the So- 


viet government is willing to dis- 
cuss constructively the question of 
disarmament? 


2. Is this the forum where the 


Soviet representative will negoti- 
ate with his colleagues on tht 
question? 


He said he was not demanding a 


quick answer. 


'Reviews Proposals 


Gross then reviewed briefly the 


disarmament proposals put for- 
ward last year by the western 
powers and those offered by Rus-' 
sia. He warned that the United 
States would never agree to the 
flat one-third reduction of arms 
demanded by Russia and would not 
agree to any disarmament until a 
system of verification and inspec- 
tion was set up. 


He said Russia had rejected the- 


western proposals for disclosure 
and verification of armed strength 
and, at the same time, had failed 
to explain their own "vague" pro- 
posals. 


Gross said the United States did 


not pretend that the western plan 
represented the last word on the 
question, although all members of 
the disarmament commission ex- 
cept Russia were in agreement. 


"Despite the Soviet attitude," 


Gross said, "we feel we have the 
responsibility to persevere in our 
efforts."

Plan Street 
Repairs 


Special bond issue propositions 


for street improvements will come 
before voters of Ashton and Frank- 
lin Grove in the next two months, it 
has been revealed in the two vil- 
lages. 


Franklin Grove residents will be 


asked to approve a bond issue of 
.$45,000 for resurfacing all streets 
in the village .with a permanent 
material. The election will be held 
May 5. 


At the regular village election 


April 21 in Ashton, a bond issue of 
$16,700 for a new street-lighting 
system will be voted on. The new 
lights would be installed in the 
three-block business district. 


Ashton's present street-lighting 


system, installed in 1922, has devel- 
oped mechanical difficulties and 
has been declared inadequate by 
the village board. 


The proposed new system would 


consist of 20 mercury-vapor street 
lights beginning at the school house 
corner on Mam street and extend- 
ing three blocks through the busi- 
ness section to the E. G. Walters 
used car sales garage at the east 
end of Main street. 


Thirty-foot steel poles with arm 


brackets would support the lights. 


Besides 
providing streets 
in 


Franklin Grove with a permanent 
surface, the proposed bond issue 
there also would finance construc- 
tion of proper drainage for all 
streets in the village. 


The streets would be maintained 


with motor fuel tax money, which 
amounts to 53,500 a year for the 
village. 


Previously, F r a n k l i n Grove 


streets have been repaired with 
surface material of oil and sand.

Rural Ogle , 
Beef Cattle, Swine Farms 
Toured by County Group

Farm Adviser 


OREGON—Continued heavy mar- 


keting of cattle in February, com- 
ing on the heels of the second 
largest January slaughter in his- 
tory, drove the average selling 
price of beef steers down to about 
$22 at the end of February, the 
lowest in four years at Chicago. 


In spite of this, several brave 


cattlemen attend the Beef Cattle 
and Swine Management tour. The 
first stop at Grover Thomas' farm 
to inspect 50 head of heavyweight 
cattle. Grover explained the re- 
modeling of his cattle barn. For- 
merly a horse bam with lots of 
stalls and supporting posts, now 
with the addition of a shed, all 
posts removed, it makes an idea! 
cattle feeding shed with plenty of 
room for using a manure loader 
mounted oa a tractor. Feeding 
bunks were movable, and a large 
self-feeder was being used. 


Dr. George T. Woods, extension 


veterinarian of the Univeisity of 
Illinois, answered many questions 
on beef cattle diseases. All county 
vets were invited to attend and 
participate in the discussion. 


Some of the things of seemingly 


importance to the beef feeder are: 


Control of lice. Woods suggested 


spraying with lindane and BHC as 
the most effective method of con 
trolling lice. 
Everyone present 


agreed it was worth a load of 
grain to, get rid of lice. 


If the cows are lousy select a de- 


cent day, the cold weather should 
be no limiting factor and spray. 
You may be concerned over the 
possibility of colds, if so, dust with 
DDT. However, dusting is far less 
effective. Plans for an automatic 
cattle sprayer are available at the 
Farm Bureau office and all beef 
and dairy farmers should find it 
worthwhile and labor-saving to in- 
stall one on their farms. 


Grubs on the beef cattle should 


be treated. Holes in the hides' of 
the cattle will reduce their value 
and also cut down on the efficiency 
of the gains put on by the cattle. 


Some mention was made of 


symptoms and treatment for X- 
disease, shipping fever, foot rot 
and leptospirosis. Also, suggestions 
for dehorning cattle and castra- 
tion methods were brought into 
the 
management 
picture. 
Dr. 


Woods said without question, cattle 
bring enough money when sold to 
pay costs of dehorning the cattle,

the Thomas family, the tour con- 
tinued to the Don Stengel farm. ' 


Don opened the discussion with 


some comments on his swine man- 
agement practices. His use of heat 
lamps and infra bulbs has kept th« 
temperature above 53 degrees on 
the coldest nights. This one feature 
is responsible for the high raised 
pig average he is able to maintain. 


Another practice that one should 


keep in mind—strict sanitation at 
all times is more valuable as a 
disease preventive and is a lot less 
costly than all of the treatments 
one can receive. Don spoke of his 
cleaning the hog houses and scrub- 
bing with Lewis lye before the sows 
were brought into the central far- 
rowing Jiouse. 


He also manitains this sanitation 


program to his pastures by ro- 
tating from year to year on three 
outstanding ladmo-alfalfa pastures. 
The pasture mixture includes: One- 
half bushel of alfalfa and seven 
and a half pounds of ladino clover. 


This year the ladmo had crowded 


out most of the alfalfa and made 
wonderful hog pasture. Don figures 
this type of pastuie was worth 
many dollars in the feed saved for 
his hogs. 


Fan owing crates are used to 


prevent the sows from laying on 
the pigs. When the pigs are a wee« 
old they are taken from the sows 
and placed in a battery of feeders, 
where they are fed dry feed for 
three weeks. From these he takes 
the pigs to an old brooder house 
for "hardening" and getting ready 
to stand outside feeding conditions. 


The selection of breeding stock 


is made on the basis of litter size, 
number of "dinner plates" per sow 
and weight of pigs at weaning 
time. 
' 


Dr. George Woods brought out 


some good management practices 
and mentioned some present hog 
troubles. Nutritional anemia is par- 
ticularly prevalent in pigs that are 
farrowed in late fall, winter and 
early spring confined to floored 
pens without access to soil or vege- 
tation. The disease may appear in 
young pigs two to seven weeks old. 
Iron tablets are very helpful in 
preventing this and is far more 
satisfactoiy than swabbing 
the 


sow's udder. 


Rhinitis is a disease the baby 


pigs must pick up. Select all pur- 
chased breeding stock from clean 
herds and reputable swine raisers. 


Brucellosis can completely wipe 


out a hog raiser. Here again, in- 
sist on purchasing clean stock and 
blood test regularly. 


VH disease has caused 19 out- 


breaks m Illinois and all but one of 
these on garbage-fed hogs. Since 
January 1, 1953, all garbage fed 
to hogs must be cooked. .In most 
cases the users have found that 
they have less trouble with other 
diseases by using this additional 
sanitation precaution. 


What about the use of antibi- 


otics? Results at the Illinois exper- 
iment station have established that 
certain antibiotics will cause a 15 
to 30 per cent increase in rate of 
gain in growing—fattening pigs 
during the early phase of feeding. 
And the incidence of scours and 
diairhea is greatly reduced by 
feeding antibiotics. 


Hog cholera is still a highly fatal 


and contagious disease of swine. 
Many outbreaks have been report- 
ed during the last year. As for vac- 
cination, only healthy pigs should 
be vaccinated, and from the varied 
experiences of the Ogle county 
fanners with all types and makes 
of vaccines, only the modified vac- 
cine given with a small amount of 
serum has given sufficiently satis- 
factory results, in attempting to 
replace serum-virus. The chief ad- 
vantage is that they contain no 
live virus and the pigs stay on full 
feed so can gain faster than serum- 
virus treated pigs. 


Woods mentioned the mainte- 


nance of a strict sanitation pro- 
gram, the rotation of the hog pas* 
tui es and worming the sows before 
they are bred, will all help to pre- 
vent the pigs from becoming con- 
taminated with worms. However, it 
is advisable to worm the pigs at 
10 weeks of age by using sodium 
fluoride at the late of one pound to 
99 pounds of feed and giving all of 
this mixture that will be cleaned 
up in 24 hours. 


Brief discussions of necro, ery- 


sipelas, and mange followed. Vac- 
cination for erysipelas should be 
made by the time the pigs have 
reached 10 days of age if your 
farm is-contaminated with this dis- 
ease. 


Hogs with mange will not do well 


and should be spiayed or scrubbed 
with crude oil or used crankcase 
oil. Lime-sulful solution is also 
recommended. 


Woods used seven points to sum- 


marize an anti-disease program for 
you: Use an adequate sanitation 
system, feed complete and bal- 
anced rations, control hog cholera 
by routine immunization, prevent 
swine erysipelas, do not buy dis- 
eased feeder pigs and breeding 
stock, provide adequate space and 
equipment, and isolate newly pur- 
chased animals for at least 30 
days. 


Charles Roodhouse, fieldman for 


Farm Bureau-Farm Management 
attended the tour, and we are cer- 
tainly appreciative of the time and 
nconvenienccs taken by the two 
farmers to permit this tour at their 
farms.

Times Call for Constructive Approach 


to Trade Problems 


Before too many weeks the halls of congress will be 


ringing with debate on one of the touchiest yet most crucial 


.'problems we have to face: whether we intend to allow the 
, lowering of our tariff barriers sufficiently to encourage 
•• greater imports from trade-starved European nations. 


For more^than three decades, Europe has not been able 


• to sell to-us as much as we have sold to it. After World 


War I this gap was bridged by private American loans 
.abroad. Since World War II the Marshall Plan and other 
aids have served the same end. 


But neither of these devices were solutions, nor were 


"they permanent. Eventually, the private loans stopped. And 
"..today, the patience of congress with seemingly perpetual 
• foreign aid is wearing thin. 


The only real answer appears to be somehow to balance 


-trade between America and Europe. Our statesmen and 
- all but a minority of business leaders agree on that. And 
"•in the interest of a higher general standard of living, the bal- 


ance ought to be struck by increasing European imports here 
rather than cutting our exports.

That means, however, reducing tariff barriers on a con- 


siderably broader scale than has yet been accomplished un- 
der the now long-established reciprocal trade authority (up 
for renewal June 12). And there's the rub. 


For the argument is made perennially that American 


industries will suffer ruinously from the influx of foreign 


- goods produced by low-paid workers. 


Although the argument is usualy greatly exaggerated, 


it is true that some industries have been and would be se- 
riously affected by heightened foreign competition. Yet if 
we do not find some way to accept foreign goods, the alter- 
native is some sort of foreign aid to keep our European 
friends from going broke. 


Some manufacturers, reading this dilemma aright, have 


stopped complaining about foreign competition an'd have 
moved boldly to counter its effects. One such is J. H. Shen- 
nan, young president of the Elgin Watch company.

U. S. watchmakers have suffered a lot from imported 


watch products, especially from Switzerland. Some firms 
have been put out of business. .But not Elgin. 


Once defeat was clear, Sherman set about diversifying 


his company's operations so it would no longer be wholly 
dependent on watchmaking. He took the firm into produc- 
tion of compacts, men's jewelry, abrasives and other items. 
Thus Elgin's workers and stockholders are protected and 
America still has in being an important element in a vital 
precision industry valuable /to its defense. 


Obviously all industries cannot follow Shennan's specific 


pattern, admirable as it is. But all can indeed emulate this 
company's resourcefulness and imagination in seeking ad- 
justment to the prospect of increased imports. Where a com- 
pany or an industry is clearly beyond self-help, the govern- 
ment might fairly be asked to step in and assist through 
loans, the teaching of new worker skills, and the like. 


The time for mere nagging opposition has gone by. The 


times call for a constructive-approach. It is either that or 
a never-ending burden of foreign aid. 


Link Between Wars 


Since the purpose of Gen. Mark Clark's visit to Indo- 


Chlna has not iDeen divulged, speculation is our only guide. 
Possibly the a'ction presages closer coordination between the 
Korean and Indo-Chinese wars. 


Lending support to that notion was the earlier visit to 


Korea and Japan of Marshal Juin, France's ranking soldier. 


One developing idea in the Eisenhower foreign policy is 


heavier future reliance upon native troops in both war thea- 
tres, so French and American forces, as well as other UN 


""units, may be pulled back into a mobile reserve. The French 


are considerably behind us, however, in the training of Asi- 
atic forces, and may now be seeking to model their training 
program on our South Korean example. 


Whether coordination goes only this far or reaches into 


wider military fields, it would be welcome news. For Korea 
and Indo-China are in fact simply two fronts in the same 
war, and they ought to be treated that way.

The approach of the Eastern 


States championships, which begin 
this weekend, brings back a host 
of memories to most bridge play- 
ers in the East. The tournament 
one of the oldest in the history of 
contract bridge, has always at 
traded a strong field from all sec- 
tions of the country as well as 
from the Eastern states. 


I remember the hand shown to- 


day very clearly, because it cost 
me first place in the Eastern 
championships 
of 1932. Charlie 


Lochndge, sitting East, opened 
with a psychic bid of one club, and 
his partner, Johnny Rau, made an 
out-of-turn bid of two no-trump. 


Johnny corrected his error by 


jumping to three no-trump, and 
this strange contract arrived at in 
so fantastic a manner, could not 
be defeated. 


Elephants have short memories 


compared to bridge experts. After 
21 years I still remember every 
card in the hand, and I could still 
cheerfully murder my good friends 
Lochndge and Rau whenever I 
think of the hand. 


At many other tables, the hand 


was played at a normal contract of 
four spades. South won the open- 
ing diamond lead, cashed his re- 
maining high diamonds, and led a 
low trump towards dummy's jack. 


At some tables, West timidly put 


up the queen of spades. West 
could still save the day by laying 
down the ace of clubs and contin- 
uing that suit, but this defense was 
never actually found. The West 
player usually took the queen of 
spades and shifted to hearts. 


Now South could take the king 


of hearts, get to dummy with the 
jack of spades, and get two dis- 
cards on dummy's diamonds to 
make sure of his game. 


Strangely enough, at those tables 


where the West player was cour- 
ageous enough to play low on the 
first round of trumps, the game 
contract was easily defeated even 
though West lost his queen of 
spndes. 


At these tables, dummy was able 


to win the first round of trumps 
with the jack. If * diamond was 
immediately returned from dum-

Crouch had served as head of a 


Communist party department "for 
the armed forces" and, in that role, 
had 
received instructions 
from 


Moscow to organize nuclei of Com- 
munists in our armed forces so as 
to exploit petty grievances and 


create conflicts between enlisted 
men and officers. He said a cell 
on the battleship Oklahoma in 1929 
and 1930 had seven or eight mem- 
bers. 
The instructions were that 


Communists in the army should 
"strengthen 
their personal ''influ- 


ence by building organizations of 
a hamless nature by which Com- 
munists could become leaders."

City Receives Bids 
For Street Flusher 


Bids were received at a meeting 


of the Dixon city council Tuesday 
night for a new street flusher and 
truck chassis to replace present 
antiquated equipment. 


Five bids were submitted by Lee 


county firms on the two separate 
pieces of equipment. 


Three bids were received to sup 


ply the city with a trucK chassis on 
which to mount the street flusher. 
Two bids were made on the flush- 
er. 


On the truck chassis, bids ranged 


from $5,112.85 to $4,137.24. The two 
bids on the street flusher ranged 
from $4,284 to $3,836.47. Exact 
totals on the bids will be deter- 
mined by the council when excise 
tax costs are taken into considera- 
tion. 


List Bids 


The bfd of $5,112.85 on the truck 


chassis was made by the Newman 
Motor Sales company, Dixon. Evar 
Bwanson company bid $4.284 on the 
truck chassis while the Dixon One- 
Stop service bid $4,137.24. 


On the 1,500 gallon street flusher, 


the Illinois Contractors' Machin- 
ery, Inc., bid $4,284. E. D. Etnyre 
company, of Oregon, entered a bid 
of $3,836.47. 


Bids were placed on file in the 


office of City Clerk Wayne C. 
Smith for inspection by the public 
during the 48 hours following the 
close of bids at last night's council 
meeting. 


It is expected that the contract 


will be awarded to the apparent 
lowest bidders at next Tuesday's 
meeting of the council. 


Mayor Authorized 


A resolution was passed last 


night authorizing Mayor William 
Slothower to execute an agreement 
of participation and limited agency 
with the Illinois department of 
aeronautics in regard to Dixon 
Municipal airport improvements. 


Mayor Slothower was further 


•authorized to execute an agree- 
ment for the engineering services 
of C. K. Willett, consulting en- 
gineer, Dixon. 


According to the resolution, the 


department of aeronautics will en- 
ter into an agreement with the city 
to act as an agent of the city in 
reference 
\p municipal airport 


work. 


In recent action of the aero- 


nautics department, Dixon was 
allocated $40,000 for airport con- 


struction, the money coming from 
a state appropriation to the depart- 
ment. 


Improvements at the airport will 


include grading, drainage, base 
construction, 
bituminous surface 


treatment for entrance road and 
parking area, concrete sidewalks, 
concrete combination curb and gut- 
ter, and an approach clearance. 


Again Seek Bldi 


Following the meeting of the city 


council, the board of local improve 
ments voted to advertise again for 
bids on a sanitary sewer construc- 
tion in the area of Chicago avenue 
and Spruce street. Estimates made 
in April, 1952, determined that the 
cost of the " construction woulc 
amount to approximately $29,370 
There were no bids to do the work 
last year, according to the mayor. 


Cut Food Allowance for 
Those on State Public Aid 


Lee county recipients of public 


assistance will receive slightly less 
for food allowances in April as a 
result of a decline in food prices 
in 97 Illinois counties. 


Instead of receiving the current 


budget price for food in the amount 
of $80.69 f"r a month's supplv of 
food for an index family of four, 
such recipients will be allowed 
$75.89, a reduction of 5.9 per cent. 


Ogle and Whiteside counties are 


also among those who will be In- 
cluded in the allowance cut. 


Ogle county is receiving $82,17 


for a month's supply of food for 
an index family.. In April, recipi- 
ents will get $78.89, or four per 
cent less. 


Whiteside county 
is currently 


getting $82.26 for an index family. 
The allowance will be cut to $77.16, 
or a reduction of 6.2 per cent per 
family. 


The statewide survey was con- 


ducted during the week ended Feb. 
21. The adjustment in food allow- 
ances to recipients will be restrict- 
ed to those counties where the sur- 
vey showed a change of two per 
cent or greater in food prices. 


According to Garrett W. Keas- 


tcr, executive secretary of the Illi- 
nois Public Aid commission, 75 
counties will be affected on that 
basis, including Lee county. 


In 22 other counties, food prices 


dropped less than two per cent. 
In the 
five remaining counties 


prices increased, but the rise was 
less than one per cent. 


The increased prices occurred in 


Jasper, Rock Island, Henderson, 
Warren, and Hardin counties.

States is pressing a $637,894 claim 
against Russia and Communis 
Hungary for the seizure of four 
American fliers and their plane 
16 months ago — but prospects o: 
collecting are dim. 


The claim was filed Tuesday in 


notes delivered in Moscow 'and 
Budapest. Unless Russia or Hun 
gary should unexpectedly pay, the 
U. S. proposes to take the case to 
the International Court. If Russia 
and Hungary refuse to go along 
with this idea, the next prospec 
is for some action by the United 
Nation's general assembly. 


The U. S. charged the American 


flyers were duped into landing be 
hind the Iron Curtain at a time 
when they were lost on a legiti 
mate, routine flight and were send 
ing out distress signals by radio 
Soviet jets guided the U. S. plane 
to a landing in Hungary and it was 
six weeks later that the men were 
released from captivity after th< 
U. S. government, under protest 
paid a $123,605 ransom "fine." 


The plane, a C-47 cargo craft 


was kept by Hungary, despite 
American attempts to repossess it 
The flyers were released Dec. 28 
1951.

Yesterday we mentioned that Dr. 3. C. Vezina, of Maple- 


ton, Minn., was in town and that he was visiting some of his 
old students back in the days when the doctor was football and 
basketball coach here in Dixon. 
DURING THE MORNING, Dr. Vezina stopped in and was good 


enough to sit down and talk with us about the days gone by, injecting 
a little comparison with the present. 


After we had dipped into his activities since leaving Dixon 


in 1921, I managed to ask the question of how basketball today 
compares with the sport back in his coaching days. 
DR VEZINA, who still follows athletics closely, though now it is 


the Minnesota variety, gave seyeral impressions on why the game is 
faster and the scores are higher than in the past.

To begin with, the dropping of the center jump after each 


basket has been one factor since it was not possible for the pos- 
session of the ball to be held almost equally by both teams. 
In the old days, one team mighfr control the sphere most of 
the time simply by having a taller center than the rest and 
seeing to it that your, team got the tip most often. 
CLOSER GUARDING IN THE PAST was another factor. Today, 


virtually all body contact is considered a foul while in the past, fouls 
were called when it seemed body contact was intentional. Therefore, 
it was possible to guard closer and it became more difficult to get 
off a good shot.

Today, Dr. Vezina considers the game is more scientific, 


more skillful and much faster. Accuracy in shooting is receiv- 
ing far more stress than it did In the past and many new shots 
have been developed. 
IN THE PAST, most shooting was either a two-hand underhand 


shot similar to the way some players make their free throws, or a 
two-hand push set shot. There was very little one-hand shooting as 
today and hook shots were virtually unheard of. 


The teams of the past took more chances and fired much 


more wildly, the doctor said and there were far fewer fouls 
called since body contact waa allowed. However, though only 
10-15 fouls were usually called, anybody could shoot the free 
throw and each team usually had one specialist shoot from 
the charity stripe. 
SMALL BOYS WERE COMMON back around 1920 as compared 


to today when players under six feet are seldom considered. In the 
past, there was a chance for the short guy, Dr. Vezina stated.

One of the pet tricks, a way back when, was to send the 


scrubs in for the first half. These boys were usually football 
players and \\ere considered the shock troops used to wear 
down the opposition. In the second half, the regulars went in 
to play the game. 
THOUGH DR. VEIZNA STILL FOLLOWS SPORTS closely, he con- 


siders his active participation relegated to the "old man sports off 
hunting and fishing." 


Of his three years as Dixon coach, the doctor considers 


them pretty successful. "We beat Sterling most of the time 
and that pretty much determines the success of a season," 
the doctor thought.. And it still docs. 
DIXON ENTERED the North Central Illinois tournaments at

"helped by .the Lord" stood in 
front of a bunker on embattled 
Little Gibraltar Tuesday and kept 
attacking Chinese Communists 
from reaching a wounded Ameri- 
can lieutenant colonel. 


Pvt. Courtney L. Stanley of 


Mansfield, La., was identified to- 
day as the soldier who -saved the 
officer's life and two other men in 
the bunker. The colonel's name 
was withheld. 


Killed Eight 


Stanley said he killed .eight Chi- 


nese who attacked the bunker. He 
suffered only a few scatches from 
Communist concussion 
> grenades 


and was still on duty on Little 
Gibraltar today. 


A Second division officer took 


Stanley- to a rear area where Pfc. 
William Wuorinen, who was with 
the 
wounded colonel, identified 


Stanley and said: 


"He saved everybody's life in 


that bunker." 


Stanley said, "I think God was 


really with me that time. I know 
he was." 


Stanley said he and Wuorinen 


helped the colonel into the bunker 
after the colonel was wounded. 
Then, he said, he stood in a trench 
outside the .bunker and held off 
Chinese attackers from 5:30 .a.m. 
until 9 a.m. 


"I knew that unless there was 


someone there shooting, the Chi- 
nese would have got. the colonel 


and would have taken him prison- 
er. 


Saw 15 Chinese 


"I was standing there to protect 


the colonel and myself and the

He said he saw about 15 Chi- 


nese move up to the bunker. 


"I just stood out there and fired
